Washington, Oct. 25—(AP) — 


The OPA announced today that 
ration values on butter, margarine, 
lard, shortening- and oils will be 
cut four points a pound next Sun- 
day. 


For all of these products the 


new value, effective through Dec. 
1, will be eight points a pound. 


Current point costs will be main- 


tained during the new period for 
all prime cuts of beef, veal and 
lamb and for lean cuts of pork. 
Lower grades of beef, veal and 
lamb will continue ration-free. 


The only meat changes are re- 


ductions of two to four points a

Washington.

on criticisms from Moscow to the 
effect that with the demobiliza- 
tion of Japan's armed forces, the 
occupation policies in

sion instead of by MacArthur,
